HE Southern California-Arizona 

Methodist conference by a vote of 
255 to 115 has just adopted a resolu- 
tion which reads in part: “That we 
discipline ourselves on the realization 
of world community and regard no- 
body as aliens, but everybody as 
brothers, so that, in the event of an 
invasion we can treat the invaders 
as brothers and not as enemies.” 


I may be wrong, but if you ask me, 
this comes pretty close to being fifth 
column activity. If Hitler’s mad 
hordes were to invade Canada and 
then come on to this fair land, ac- 
cording to this resolution adopted 
by the Methodist conference, all 
Methodists are supposed to “treat the 
invaders as brothers and not as ene- 
mies.” If I know what I am talking 
about, this means that we are to wel- 
come the “brother” with open arms, 
feed him, give him money and help 
make him completely at home in the 
land he is invading. I do not see how 
you can read anything else into that 
resolution. 


There are in this country now tens 
of thousands of dangerous German 
spies and saboteurs who would on 
the slightest acknowledgement from 
Hitler do everything in their power 
to wreck this government and its in- 
stitutions. They would blow up our 
electric light plants. They would de- 
stroy our airplane factories. They 
would dynamite our ships. Yet ac- 
cording to this Methodist resolution 
these aliens are to be treated as 
brothers and not as enemies. I may 
not be reasoning correctly, but ] 
think I am and I think such a resolu- 
tion should be investigated by the 
Department of Justice. 


It has been my pleasure to turn 
over to the federal government sev- 
eral people who, in their correspond- 
ence with me, have shown their pro- 
German sympathies. I hold in my 
hand at this moment a letter signed 
personally by John Edgar Hoover, 
director of the F. B. I., in which he 
thanks me for “your courtesy and 
interest in bringing this information 
to my attention. You may be assured 
that your letter is being made a mat- 
ter of official record, for applied at- 


tention.” 

This Movement has no use for any 
system of religion which attempts to 
make brothers out of German aliens 
or any other sort of alien who, under 
the direction of a war-mad dictator, 
would unhesitatingly wreck the last 
stronghold of freedom on the face of 
the earth. 

I am at a loss to understand this 
attitude on the part of the Methodist 
church. Hitler is known to be abso- 
lutely opposed to God and is the 
greatest atheist the world has ever 
seen. Moreover, whenever he comes 
into power, churches and religion 
have to go. It is a fact that if Hitler 
were to attack and conquer this 
country the Methodist church would 
have no possible chance of existence, 
yet in this resolution the Methodists 
have gone on record as resolving that 
they regard nobody as alien, but 
everybody as brothers, so that in the 
event of an invasion “we can treat 
the invader as a brother and not as 
an enemy.” 

I have a suggestion to make here, 
which the Methodist church will not 
like. I am going to suggest that in- 
stead of passing resolutions asking 
the American people to treat maraud- 
ing invaders as brothers that they 
turn all churches into recruiting sta- 
tions. Why should a preacher or a 
priest or a student of divinity be ex- 
empt from conscription? Ag I say, 
Hitler is the common foe of all re- 
ligions. He is the common foe of 
everything we hold dear in this 
country. He is the desecrator of 
churches and is the greatest atheist 
the world has ever known. 

One would naturally think that the 
Methodist church would be the first 
organization to decide his downfall. 
I do not believe the United States is 
in any immediate danger and I dg 
believe that a lot of war hysteria has 
been whipped up by politicians. There 
is, however, only one way to combat 
a man like Hitler, and bible waving 
is not the way. What it will take is a 
bigger war machine than he has, 
coupled with the Invisible Power 
which is God.

I recall reading 
somewhere not long ago of a Metho- 
dist preacher who encouraged his fel- 
low ministers “not to make recruiting 
offices out of their churches.” Well, 
that is the very thing I would do. 

If the Methodist church knew any- 
thing at all about the Power of the 
Spirit of God, my attitude would be 
entirely different, but the Methodist 
church does not know anything about 
that Power. If you ask the Methodist 
church for its definition of God, it 
will tell you that the only way you 
can find God is to believe that he was 
killed on a cross 2,000 years ago. It 
will tell you that “salvation” is not 
for this life, but is for another life 
somewhere beyond the tomb. 

The church houses are closed from 
one week end to another, and it takes 
all the endurance one can muster to 
sit through a one-hour church serv- 
ice. So I suggest to the Methodists 
that instead of passing resolutions 
suggesting that they treat alien Ger- 
man hordes as brothers, they throw 
open their churches and make recruit- 
ing offices out of them, first joining 
the army themselves and then getting 
as many other men as they can get t0 
defend not only democracy, but the 
right to worship God as our Col 
sciences dictate.

man’s conscience, including my own. 
Yet the Methodists would join hands 
with, “and treat as brothers,’ the 
hosts following the most inhuman 
monster this world has ever known. I 
do not know what better use these 
churches could be put to. They open 
one hour on Sunday morning and 
one hour on Sunday evening and are 
closed the rest of the week, so that 
they would make wonderful recruit- 
ing offices. 

It seems to me that this resolution 
is on a level with another one adopted 
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last month by another Methodist con- 
vention forbidding any Methodist to 
have anything to do with “Psychi- 
ana.” 


Let me say in conclusion that this 
type of religion will never save this 
world. I think it is fifth column ac- 
tivity and I don’t care very much 
whether the Methodist church likes 
that statement or not.

“Fortune magazine, which has been 
working on a forum of business exec- 
utive opinion for two years, makes its 
first report in its current issue, 

“A striking thing about this report 
is the fact that divisions in business 
opinion parallel divisions among oth- 
er groups in society, differing in pro- 
portion on some questions, it is true, 
but conforming in others. And this 
shows that it is possible, with under- 
standing leadership, to promote that 
‘companionship of industry,’ em- 
bracing management, labor and the 
public, which Mr. Willkie promises 
to strive for in place of class antago- 
nisms so assiduously incited during 
the last eight years. 

“Another impressive fact about the 
forum report is the revelation that 
business does not condemn the New 
Deal blindly ; that it discriminates as 
others do between its advances and 
its failures; that a great majority 
approve of its social reforms, while 
rejecting its actions aimed toward 
economic recovery. 

“But regardless of whether they 
approve or disapprove the New Deal 
domestic policies, the report shows 
that in the conduct of foreign policy 
business management, by a majority 
of five to one, believes that Mr. Will- 
kie could handle those relations better 
than Mr. Roosevelt, and they believe, 
in the proportion of 14 to one, that 
Mr. Willkie could do a better job on 
preparedness and industrial mobili- 
zation for war than Mr. Roosevelt.

School Religion 


to establish a 


ENEWED efforts 
week-day religious school in Seat- 
tle with the cooperation of public 
schools were launched yesterday as a 
highlight of the opening business ses- 
sim of the annual meeting of the 
Washington Council of Churches and 
Christian Education. 

Long sought by the organization, 
which represents seventeen denomin- 
ations, the school would be non-sec- 
tarian, according to the Rev. Wilbur 
M. Snyder, state chairman of the 
week-day school committee. 

The proposed plan would permit 
students being given one hour per 
week from regular classes, on re- 
quest of parents, to attend a religious 
school conducted in a church, the 
dergyman explained. 

Whether the school would be con- 
ducted more than one day per week 
would depend entirely on the number 
desiring to attend, he said. Teachers 
would be equivalent to those of public 
school, plus having religious educa- 
tional training, he said. 

The Rev. Mr. Snyder pointed out 
that such schools are being conducted 
several parts of the Northwest, in- 
cluding Spokane and Portland, and 
expressed hope that a Seattle school 
may be established by the start of the 
lst quarter of the current term. 

In his presidential message to the 
200 or more delegates and visitors, 
the Rev. Stanley E. Logan sounded 
the Warning that “the stupendous 
changes in progress around the world 
Sachallenge to Christianity—a chal- 
lenge that must be met by a united 
front and ardent cooperation.”

es to establish a religious class in the 
schools of the state. Personally, I 
think they had better forget it. At 
least as long as they teach the type of 
religion they are teaching today. It’s 
rather late in the game for these good 
men to attempt to put their theories 
of God to the actual test, for it will 
take a far stronger Power than they 
possess to do anything to straighten 
out present world conditions. 

For 2,000 years, the theory of God 
as believed in and taught by the 
Washington Council of Churches has 
been given to the world, and, with due 
respect to the Rev. Mr. Logan, I sug- 
gest that if, in 2,000 years, the story 
could accomplish nothing, how can 
it be expected to begin now? 

Mr. Logan, there is nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing Christian forces can 
do to stem the tide of atheism which 
has settled like a pall over civiliza- 
tion. There is nothing whatsoever you 
can do, just as long as you believe and 
teach that God—the Great Creator of 
this universe—was killed dead on a 
cross 2,000 years ago. Yours is but 
one of eleven major systems of relig- 
ion, Mr. Logan. They cannot all be 
true, and how can you insist that 
your system alone is true, when most 
of the others had a similar story to 
the one with which you come to the 
world—and they all failed? 

Mr. Logan, may I make a sugges- 
tion to you? Instead of trying to get 
one hour a week to put your theory 
of God in the schools of the State of 
Washington, why not, in your own 
church, begin to teach the Power of 
the Spirit of God? That can save this 
world. That Spirit is but waiting for 
men and women to acknowledge its 
Power. But the story of Jesus Christ 
you are preaching can never do one 
single thing for humanity. It never 
has—it never can—it never will. The 
story is not true. It is a copy of the 
story of Jeseus Chrishna of India— 
he who was born of a virgin on De- 
cember 25th fourteen hundred years 
before Christ—he whose mother’s 
name was Mary—he who was cruci- 
fied on a cross for the sins of the 
world—he who rose from the dead, 
etc., etc., ete.

Cured by Accident 


One day a young doctor in a small 
Swiss town, called to examine a sick 
child, diagnosed a trivial throat com- 
plaint, and prescribed a dose of potas- 
sium chlorate. 

The diagnosis was wrong. In a few 
days the symptoms of infantile par- 
alysis appeared. But the doctor, whose 
name was Contat, noted that the dose 
of potassium chlorate, although very 
small, had definitely retarded the on- 
set of the disease. There was an epi- 
demic of infantile paralysis in Switz- 
erland at the time, and he was able to 
try his treatment on a large number 
of cases simultaneously. Thirty-three 
children treated by Dr. Contat with 
potassium chlorate recovered, while 
almost every other case then under 
examination in Swiss hospitals result- 
ed in the death or paralysis of the pa- 
tient. 

Backed by Dr. Debat, a French phy- 
sician, Dr. Contat then experimented 
under varying conditions on a large 
number of monkeys, which were in- 
oculated with the microbe of infantile 
paralysis and subsequently treated 
with potassium chlorate. All the mon- 
keys so treated recovered, and have 
remained perfectly healthy ever since. 
If the method passes the rest of its 
tests as successfully, the discovery of 
Drs. Contat and Debat must be hailed 
as a medical achievement of first- 
class importance.—Jean Bonnin in Je 
Sais Tout (Paris).
